TWIN FALLS - Women convicts who would 
be placed in a proposed Gooding prison would be 
"rnlnimum and medium" security risks, but 
would include sevorarprlioncrs'scnicnccd'for •" 
crimes of violence. 

Last week Idaho Corrections Director Don n. 
Erickson told tltc Times-News Ihc prison, if 
approved for,locallon In Hie former tuberculosis 
hospital, would house only minimum and 
medium security prisoners. "There would be no 
maximum security prisoners there," ho said, 
"though wc would have a dctcntlal unit for 
people wlio fall to abide by the rules." Erickson 
added. "If wc got a person who became'' 
disruptive, then we'd move Diem out, maybe to 
another stale." 

They hove committed "generally, crimes Ihat 
didn't Involve violence," he said. 
Erickson said Saturday the persons who 
'ould-be-housed-at-Coodlnft-in 
ho had committed violent crimes, but "would 
be those persons wc (eel are not likely to be 
escape prone or likely lo commit further 
crimes." 

Initial prisoners in Gooding would be convicts 
now housed at the North Idaho Correctional 
Institution in Cottonwood. Those 20 women were 
convicted for Die following offenses: 

— Three for- writing checks on Insufficient 
funds. 

— Three for forfpry. 

— Two for burglary. 

— Two for second degree murder. 

— Three for various drugcharges. 

— Two for manslaughter. 

— Two for arson, 

— Two for robhery. 

— One for forgery and receiving stolen 
property. / 

Erickson tola the Tlmcs-Ncws. "there was 
never any Intention of deceiving people about 
Uic crimes these women had committed. Bui the 
question never came up." 

Erickson said no "maximum security, hard 
core convicts wfll be sen] to_Goodlng." The 
C«rrectioru?liir&fbTs5ia vmlent'ofrcnMM'liie 
now housed at 'Cottonwood "and we've, had m 
problems.

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) — 
There are 12.000 strategic 
nuclear warheads in the 
— United StntesTindSovfet-Unlon- 
ready to be unleashed at the 
push of a button -to destroy 
mankind. 

"Their combined explosive 
power is believed to be 
equivalent to 1.3 million 
Hiroshima-size bombs," a 
recent U.N. report on the arms 
race estimates. 

In addition there arc about 
four times as many smaller 
"tactical" nuclear weapons in 
the arsenals of. the two 
superpowers amounting to

bombs. 

But the real danger. Uic 
report says, - Is a self- 
perpetuating technological 
frenzy to create newer and 



newer "generations" of Im- 
proved nuclear as well as 
conventional weapons in a 
-deadiy—hysteria-csHed - the- 
arms nice. 

The report was Issued by the 
U.N. Secretariat as a 
background paper for Hie 
upcoming disarmament 
debate - in . the General 
Assembly, with particular 
emphasis on the social and 
economic consequences of (he 
mounting globbf military 
expenditures. 

At present prices, Hie arms 
race is devouring material and 
human resources desperately 
needed to fight poverty, on the

The cause is a new cycle of 
sunspot activity and solar 
flares that could eventually 
atfect communications, 
possibly even coverage of the 
~I!)W~OIymples"^ronT "Moscow- 
arid power transmissions. 

fcut CB-ers are enjoying 
long-range transmissions 
resulting from their radio 
waves bouncing off, instead of 
penetrating, . the Ionosphere 
girdling the Earth. 

There even have been un- 
confirmed reports of CB 
transmissions bouncing, or 
sHIpplng. to as far away as 
■ Portugal and Switzerland. 

"That's j)ot unusual when 



toward the maximum level of 
a new cycle, with predictions 
for the maximum to be 
reached in late 1979 or 1980. 

Currently, there are several 
groups of sunspots that can be 
observed, ranging from 1 to 100 
spots In each group. It's from 
these sunspots that the solar 
flares, or loops, shoot out from 
the sun two or three times as 
high as Its diameter. 

"The real large glares began 
a month ago," Heckman said, 
"and thoy will occur more and 
more as wc approach the 
maximum."

Normally, 
weak CB signals penetrate the 
ionosphere Instead of being 
reflected. 
But for ham radio operators. 



it's a stroke ofRood lucjt. for 
their normal radio tran- 
smissions, which are reflected 
off Uic Ionosphere, actually arc 
strengthened. 

"We thrive on this," said one 
ham operator, Elmer 
Frobardt. "Wc always get skip 
on some -frequencies, but 
sunspots affect the strength of 
our signals."

large solar flares that occur 
through a sunspot cycle could 
affect long-distance telephone 
calls. It also could Interfere 
with satellite communications. 
Since the height of sunspot 
"acUvltyrcould txruriQBO. it 
might affect Olympic 
coverage through use of 
satellites. . 

"You get radiation during 
solar riarcs, alpha particles, 
that can degrade power sup- 
piles on satellites," Heckman 
said. "There could be in- 
termittent problems."

Republicans on the 
committee arc regularly dcnlrd access to In- 
formation gathered by the Jaworski staff: and 
as one lop Democrat reports, "no silting 
mcmberlslntrcuhle." 

Former Special Prosecutor Jaworski is not a' 
man who tolerates criticism. At the risk of 
eliciting anothc rletter from him threatening a 
libel suit, let me suggest that his misun- 
derstanding of his assignment - as wen 
attempt to cut off minority member par- 
ticipation in a scandal affecting mainly the .

Health and welfare officials ccr talnly aren't blind to 
the burnout syndrome but no comprehensive plan to 
combat the high turnover rate ambng child abuse 
caseworkers exists In the department.

One pilot 'burnout seminar' tentatively Is scheduled 
(or Pocotello next month. A comprehensive burnout 
prevention program rcmnlns only office lalk In Boise. 

Perhaps Ihe Pocatcllo workshop signals a new 
awnrcness of the burnout syndrome by the state's top 
health and welfare brass. 

Surely none of the 32M health and welfare employes 
In Idaho do more Important work than the 105 frontline 
child protection recruits, 

Embattled in a noble cause, they need all Ihe help the 
generals In Boise can give them.

SALT LAKE CITY I UPI ) -AUorncysfornlk'Kedmcmbcrsof 
a mullimlllion-doll.'ir heroin ring asked /or a mistrial Friday on 
grounds lliat Federal Judfie Willis ililier was Intimidating ttiem 
to the point where they wu re afraid to raise valid objections. 

[titter promptly denied the motion. The 7H-ycar-old ,chief 
Judge has overruled dozens of defense objections during the first 
three days of thirtrial — sometimes wltlioul even listening to 
them. 

Before the Jury was brought in Friday,' Peter Aiken, attorney 
for the alleged leader of the heroin ring, asked for the mistrial. 

•'I move for a mistrial on the grounds thai llii! court has in- 
timidated defense council," AJken said. "I" m in /car that If 1 
stand up to make objections that are proper on the record that 
I'll tw held in contempt of court." 

Several other defense lawyers joined hi ihc motion, but Hitler 
denied it with the observation. "Thatjejhe damndest fool thing 
I've lieard here yet." All yntir objections are denied." 

The trial of 22 persons indicted by a federal grand jury for 
conspiracy to distribute heroin has been a battle between Rlllcr

"Well, for the purpose of the record, may I indicate what (he 
objection was going lo be?" Aiken asked. 

"You're ovcrroled." Ritter repealed. He told defense at- 
torneys their objections would continue to be overruled "until 
we gel down to the nitty gritty" so the trial couid move forward. 

"We've got to move on with this trial," lie said. "That's in (he 
interest of Hie people of tiie United States of America. 

"Nobody Is more sensitive to or more interested in or more 
protective of civil rights than I am. We've got to try this case, 
that's nil." 

The 22 defendants are accused of operating a ring which 
allegedly distributed 200 pounds of heroin in the past five years 
with a value estimated at more thanitoo million. 

Prosec u t o rs said thc-ring-gol-Hie-iteroinfrom-Mexicu,culJind_ 
packaged it in Salt Lake City and distributed it in Utah. 
Arkansas. Colorado. Florida, Idaho, Michigan, Oregon and

Aiken represents ihc alleged ringleader. David Houston 
Jackson of Miami, Fla., who is also charged with operating a 
continuing criminal enterprise - conviction of which carries a 
possible Hie sentence wlthoiit_parole. _

Moscow, 
and project coordinator Mary Meeh, Boise. 
— pol i ited-4 o-d K f erences-i tr-itssessmcnlTatiov.tnf ■ 
bases, state weighting factors, county tax levies 
and federal assistance Is noting Inequities in the 
present school finance system, which return as 
much as S2.2IIG per pupil and as little as StiOH per 
pupil each year In different school districts 
across tlie state. 

Assessment ratios, Mech said, varied from 
19.C9 per cent to 7.27 per cent of real property 
values in the state's counties. Although the 
ratios were equal izeddlirougli a formula before 



stale funds were handed to school districts, the 
equalization appllcd.to only a part of the monies 
a school district received, she added. 

Willie state law requires ail counties lo he al 20 
percent of real market value by J9fl2. she added, 
many counties are dragging their feel getting 
there. 

Twin Falls County this year will lie assessing 
at 12.23 per cent of market value, giving it the 
fourth lowest assessment ratio In the stale. 
While this Is a break for taxpayers, it penalizes 
the school district's income, Mech said.

showed Twin Falls had Income per pupil in 1975- 
7G of about S9BS. compared to Uic state average 
for school districts of more than 2.000 students of

Warnick pointed to the variation in tux bases 
l>elwecn' districts in noting inequities in school 
income.

.is $10 per pupil with a given tax, the same tax 
would return only II per pupil lo the poorer 
districts, she said.

For each suggestion, however, an opposing 
suggestion was heard. 

Teachers worried loo much about money and 
not enough alxmt work, some said, while others 
argued that raising equalization limits beyond 
[be current 22-mlll level would deprive wealthy 
districts ol' funds and therefore their legislators 
would vote down such a measure,. 

Of the suggestion that the lid on taxation be 
removed altogether, as it is In two or three 
school districts , formed before the state con- 
stitution was written, participants argued that 
lobbyists fur big business would defeat the offort 
out of (car property taxes would rise out of 
bounds.

The 11 killers studied In- 
cluded St: Bernards, a 
Dachshund and a little curly- 
tailed African Basenjl as well 
aslheGcrmanShephcrd. 

The sludy, prepared by 
veterinarian William Winkler

Nonetheless, he concludes, 
(hose cases "undoubtedly 
represent only a portion of (he 
actual number" of such 
totalities in those two years. 

Winkler recommends 
establishment of a national 
reporting system on dog bites. 

"Since no specific sur- 
veillance of dog bites Is 
maintained al ihe national 
level, probably neither health 
officials nor practicing 
physicians arc aware of the 
frequency with which biles arc 
fatal for the victim," he wrote.- 

Winkler said his survey 
suggests that fatal attacks are 
seldom the work of rabid dogs 
or wild, marauding packs. 

"None of the dogs involved 
In the 11 attacks was 
unowned," he wrote. "Even 
the dogs In the packs 
responsible for two of the . t 

fatalities had owners, and the IfitlitCr SltB 
dogs in five cases belonged to 
thevlcllm's'famHy.*' 

Many of the case studies 
described dogs regarded as 
friendly, gentle pets and even 
playful companions to the 
victims, who, in nine of the ll 
fatality cases, were children 
Under the age of seven.

"Avoidance of unsupervised 
contact between dogs and 
physically limited persons 
appears lo be Ihe most basic 
means of. preventing such 
tragedies," Winkler wrote.

NEW YORK IUPI) -The executive woman still is 
something of a rarity, but a major recruilcr expects' 
■ women to establish",! mtieli broader power base in tlie 
corporate world over the next five years. 

Jacques Nordeman. chairman of MBA Resources, 
Inc. which has been rceruilinj! executives with 
master's decrees in business administration for major 
companies since late 19G9, says •'corporations still 
- havediffieully finding qualified women." 

Nordeman predicted business will have a larger poo] 
o[ talented women executives to draw from In five 
years after more women establish track records as 
managers. . 

, "Although women have demonstrated Ufcy ate as 
effective or better than many men." Nordeman said. 



"there Is not a large universe of women with llic ex- ■ 
pcriences needed at the higher end of middle and 1 
senior management." 

The demand for executive women far exceeds the 
supply, hu| many are reluctant to change Jobs. Nor- 
deman said. 

. "Women used to lake a hit of jobs simply because 
they were offered and, In many instances, became 
window dressing." 

Bui today women have .smartened up and are wary 
. about leaving a good position to go to a Jolt with .grcaler 
responsibility and coinpensal ion. he said. 

"It's psychologically more difficult for women to 
move because they are worried alxiul window-dressing 
versus a substantive environment," he said. "Mosl 



executive women also have built up a fairly strong 
power base Inthelrcompanies." 

New York-based MBA Resources, which follows the 
careers of C.000 of the best candidates for corporate 
positions, tracks roughly GOO women and has watched 
the job profile of female executives evolve. . 

"Seven years ago women were In odvcrtislnc. the 
cosmetic industry and fcmnle-orlentcd fields such as 
publishing, market research, public relations, employe . 
relations and personnel," the MBA Resources chair- 
man said. "Today many more women have significant 
experience in financial planning and consulting, 
hanking, legal fields and consumer goods." 

Nordeman also has observed a shift toward younger 
management since he and a partner founded MBA 



Resources and bum a pool oi talented executives 
through word-of-mouth from managers and professors 
at major business schools. 

"Trained MBA's were replacing more senior 
management in [he late Sixties." said Nordeman. "A 
10-year gap existed because of World War II, so most 
managers were either in their thirties or fifties," 

Today the number of MBA'; has more than doubled 
and perhaps even tripled, according, to Nordeman. 
"The MBA has taken the place of legal background for 
executives." 

"' MBA Resources processes about 100 executives 
annually, with -15 per cent in the S35.000 to JGO.OOQ 
salary range. Another 30 per cent are In the JGO.000 to 
S1M.00O bracket, and 15 per cent command more than 
SIM.OOO a year.

Facelifts

Plastic surgeons haw have 
had enough experience with 
facelift operations to say (hat 
the correction will last as long 
as 14 years and as few as-i. 

The difference depends on 
the patient's heredity. Those 
with fair skin and reddish hair 
or those whose family history 
is one of early "aging" will last 
a shorter amount of time. This 
also is the case for those who 
have received radiation 
therapy (usually acnel or have 
■ been overly exposed to the sun. 
Brunetts who have dodged 
tlie sun and whose families do 
not show car!y'.signs of aging 
will tend to maintain the Im- 
proved appearance longer. 

How many limes can a face- 
lift be done In a lifetime? 
There appears to be no limit, 
says Dr. Richard B. Stark in 
the Journal, Contemporary 
Surgery, and In fact the ap- 
pearance seems to Improve 
with frequency. 
. "As more and more patients 
have ' repeated rhytidectomy 
(removal of facial wrinkles) 
procedures, their facial 
features have improved over 
their preoperative ap- 
pearance," says Dr. Stark. 
"This means that a patient's 
apparent age. as Judged by a 
facial appearance, not only 
will keep , sialic. but actually, 
wlllbcrolledba'ck." 

Face-lifts are the third most ; 
frequent cosmetic oepration. 
The nose job (rhinoplasty) is 
far out In front and 
blepharoplasty. removal of 
eyelid bogs and loose eylld 
skin Is the second most 
frequent. 

"An overly prominent nose 
affects the facial appearance 
as docs no ■ other normal 
aberration," says Dr. Stark, a

A veteran of the gritty, often frustrating 
feminist skirmish to guarantee schoolgirls 
to same right to participation as 
schoolboys on playing fields of Pennsyl- 
vania, Mrs. Nemnaii Is nothing If not a 
realist about the jolt she has taken as 



leader of the'Leaguc's campaign for ERA 
ret ideation. . ~ 

"It's going to lie a tough fight, but I'm 
not willing to say we're going to lose," 
Mrs. Neuman said- in a recent Interview. 
"The proponents of ERA have'rcaelied a 
multitude of organizations and in- 
dividuals, but we allowed a vacuum to 
exist and the opponents have stepped in 
and misrepresented what the ERA docs. 

"We need to mobilize mfddle-of-road 
supporters of the ERA, get rid of their 
complacency, and make It clear that the 
ERA Is not a fringe issue - It's main- 
stream. The opponents of the ERA are 
right-wingers like the John Hrlch Society 
and the Ku Klux Klan.- or the Communist 
Party. 

•I conic from s small 1mm in Penn- 
sylvania." said Mrs Neuman - who lives 
in l-cwisburg with her husband Mark, a 
leather at Huckiu-ll fniverslty Iberc. 
■They saw nothing wrong with equal 



rights, hut they did get scared because of

Mrs. Neuman will devote much the time 
before the deadline on ERA ratification

This means that the payoff from her 
efforts will not come until the legislatures 
elected in November of 1978 take office in 
January of 1979 - with a scant three 
, months In which lo pick up endorsement 
from three stales. 

What happens if the ERA doesn't make 
it. the clock strikes midnight, and the 
nation's Cinderellas are stranded with a 
pumpkin, a brace of mice and a fragile 
glass slipper to show for their efforts'' 

This Is a quesliun that many a political 



activist would simply refuse to answer, 
-malntalninB-stoutly-'hat-thcrc-are-atdtes- 
cnougli, and time, topass the amendment. 

But Mrs. Neuman Is no coy mistress. 
With a steely expression Hint belies her 
youthful Seven Sisters looks, she replied: 

"We start all over again on March 23. Wc 
go back lo the beginning and work to put It 
through Congress all over again. I don't 
think most people realize that is what 
would happen. But his lime around, en- 
thusiasm will die. The media will proclaim 
the women's movement dead, there will be 
moves lo rescind slate ERAs. It will be 
bad, although I can't imngine we'll go back 
to the time when girls couldn't deliver 
newspapers or play Llltle League 
baseball, or Uiat women couldn't cut men's 
hair." 

This scenario seems to make Nancy 
Neuman all the more determined to forge 
a victory for herself, her two daughters 
and her son. 11 Is clear she takes her cause 



personally. 
— -There-lH-iinKrv-iniHtnnlion-ln-hiir-voli 
when she speaks of ERA arch-foe Phyllis 
Schlafly. a long-time conservation 
Republican political nrgiumcr who has put 
together much of the successful drive to 
'stymie tin- ERA. 

"1 can'l unilerslaiui when someone like 
Phyllis Schlady says the ERA will force 
women to work," Mrs Neuman said. "She 
says: 'I'm comforlalile. I've made it. why 
should anyone else have any problems?' 
It's very selfish. 

"Women aren't going to l>e forced In 
work by the ERA. Today most women 
work because they have to. No one can 
afford college tuition without two parents 
working. You meet someone who's M. 
widowed, wllh two kids. She was expecting 
a lifetime of security from marriage, and 
she finds herself a non-person - no skills, 
no financial credit."

Man with no arms becomes driver 



Oil companies encourage 
fake uranium^talfhs? 



. WASHINGTON <UPI> - A Wyoming man, 
who calls his firm the biggest "claim staking* 
service" in the country has contended major oil 
companies ore encouraging the filing of false 
claims for uranium land and then not working 
the land. 

The result Is that much production potential Is 
tied up, John MacGuirc of Casper, operator of 
Natrona Service Inc., told an Investigations 
subcommittee of the House Commerce Com- 
mittee Thursday. 

Laws require that when a claim Is made for 
uranium mining land, there has to be a "diligent* 
and good-faith effort" to develop the land for its 
Intended purpose, he said . 

"There are widespread abuses of toth the 
federal and state mining laws." MacGuire said. 
"In my opinion, these abuses haw con- 
tributed; to the serious problems of rapidly ' 
escalating uranium prices and a short supply 
market ' that electric utilities and their ■ 



■customersnowface." 

The result is "the tying-up of millions of acres 
of public lands which are not being developed in 
accordance with the intent of Congress and the 
Federal Mining Act of 1872," he testified. 

MncGuire added. "Unfortunately, the major 
oil companies are condoning and encouraging 
these fraudulent practices by pu^-using in- 
terests in phony claims, often for less than it 
would cost to properly stake the claims in the 
first instance." 

The laws should be vigorously enforced, he 
said. " J 

MacGuirc told how his firm had "overslakcd" 
many claims of major oil companies — that is, 
filed valid claims that superseded invalid ones. 

The existing laws are good In that tliey should 
help prevent the domination of Hie field by big 
corporations, he said, hill "what Is needed is nut" 
diange, but rather compliance with existing 
law." ■

Uranium sites out of reach 




WASHINGTON - Congressional <n-

cing legitimate exploration companies- to look 
elsewhere. 

Under questioning Thursday, one speculator 
who adnilltcd he had slaked uranium claims on 
GOO square miles In Wyoming, resorted to the 5lh 
Amendment 14 times to avoid answering a 
scries of questions cosed to determine whether - 
he had complied vrfUiiederal law In filing his 
claims. 

The speculator, PriUIlp E. Fl ana gan, a 
geologist from Hlvorton, -Wye, to!d~UTc over- 
sight subcommittee of the House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee that he had filed 
court papers for more than 20,000 mining 

claims, but he refv^vl to disclose whether any of 

them had been properly slaked or drilled or 
whether" JIOQ" WortirofTsscss'mcrinwork" bad " 
been conducted on each, dalm each year, as- 
rcqulred by the Federal Mining Act of 1972. 

.Subcommittee fnvestlgators said Flanagan^ 

had filed affidavits with seven Wyoming county 
courts asserting t hat h e had done (2 million 
worth of the required assessment work last 
year. 

According to the subcommittee, one block of 
386 dalms was quietly filed by Flanagan on land 
owned by another witness, Daniel M. Burke, the" 
prosecutor of Natrona County, Wyo., whoownsa 
ranch 20 miles north of Casper. Wyo. 

Burke testified that he first learned of 
Flanagan's holdings when Burke permitted 
explorers from Exxon Corp. to hunt for uranium 
on the ranch. "I noticed that a'lnrge arco of land 
In the center of where they were supposed to 
stake had not been staked and Inquired about 
the reasons, and was advised that those lands 
bad already been staked," he explained. Exxon, 
_he gpld , told him that they had no interest in 
claiming the land because papers had already 
been filed In court by Flanagan's company, 
General Nuclear. Under Wyoming law, the 



mineral rights on tho ranch land were owned by 
— the-publ icr-but-P 1 itrygnrrt ol tl ~Exx on he" WHS" 
certain no one had ever staked or dug the 
required assessment holes on the claims. 

Nevertheless, according to records obtained 
by Ihc subcommittee, Exxon agreed to lease 255 
~~ oflliVclalms from Flanagan." Burko said both, 
county and state commissioners arc In- 
vestigating the matter. 

Another Witness. John MacGuire, president of 
a Wyoming company thai stakes uranium 
claims forclients under contract, estimated that 
as much as 25 per cent of the claims on uranium 
lands in the West arc Illegal. 

Nevertheless, MacGuire asserted, there is an 
"'unwritten law"~am uug ina]ui*-oH~c6 m pai 
that they will not challenge each other's claims'. 

Although major utilities are now looking for 
uranium deposits, most of them stay away from 
the "claime d- land l ux-ausc they a rc re luctant, 
to become Involved in litigation which often 
-follows-such-ii-challcnge.-said-MacGutrc. He 
added Hint his company was now Involved In 
threesuch lawsuits. 
— 'JWlien so much o(-tho land Is tied up and riot 
being actually explored, 1 don't know how we 
can adequately estimate our reserves." said 
MacGuirc. He noted that accurate estimates of 
domestic uranium reserves ' arc crucial to 
President Carter's plan to switch from reliance 
on imported crude oil to coal and nuclear power. 

Because be had broken the "unwritten law." 
and laid claim to land that he knew bad not been 
slaked properly, MacGuirc said his crews have 
been followed and, on one. .occasion, "In- 
timidated" by crews of other companies. ' 

"If tliey all abided by the law. 1 think there 
would be more uranium," MacGuire added. 

At one point during the hearings, after hearing 
Flanagan repeatedly assert 5th Amendment 
rights, which protect individuals against being 
forced to Incriminate themselves, one member 
of Uic subcommittee, Rep. Albert A. Gore, Jr., 
D-Tcnn., told Flanagan: "These mineral rights 
'belong to the people. You're refusing to respond 
to our inquiries on public land."

The bandits, according to reports reaching 
Bangkok, chased off a security guard al a jungle 
camp owned by the firm and made off with the 
animal. 

The camp was in Chumpliol Province, 240 
miles south of Bangkok. The province borders 
on Burma. 

Police believe the elephant was taken lo 
Burma, and Bangkok newspaper reports In- 
dicated the Burmese police have been alerted. 

News reports quoted a comapny spokesman at 
Munford headquarters as saying Burmese 
police have promised lo have the elephant back 
within days. 

The reports said Burmese police claimed to 
know the members of the kidnap gang and were 
prepared lo attack the jungle-based bandits If

TOKYO - A massive oil 
strike, believed to be the 
largest in Asia, lias been 
confirmed by lop officials of 
the Sakhalin Oil Development 
and Cooperation Co.. A 
Japanese firm Involved In a 
joint venture with Ihc Soviet 
Union. 

. The strike reportedly was 
.' made by a rig operating on the 
conlinenlal shelf off the nor- 
thernmost tip of the Russian 
Island of Sakhalin In the sea of 
Ukhotsk. 

The rig, according to .the 
Japanese firm, has uncovered 
four highly promising oil 
strata In nn area off Sakhalin. 
It was disclosed that test wells 
currently are producing a 
combined dally flow rate of 
approximately 250,000 gallons 
of crude. 

Sadao Kobayashi. president 
of the Japanese company, said 

produced Is ot 0.M2 gravity 
and has a 0.25 per cent sulphur 
content plus a paraffin content 
of 1,26 per cent.

As a new version of n 
play put on at the 
American Place Theater, 
in 1973, this production has 
the Invaluable assets of 
intelligent, tightly con- 
trolled direction by Lloyd 
Illchards and a most Im- 
pressive collection of fine 
performances, particularly 
by Williams and Gossctt. 
The play needs further 
dramatic refining. It is still 
- too— choppy— with it some/ ■ 
scenes unnecessary and * 
others needing expansion. 
But the characters are 
alive and vital, and Dean Is 
telling us' something 
essential about the 
evolution of black people in 1 
this country.
